In an opinion given by Judge VV. S. 
McClenahan, of the diet r id court, 
wherein he sustained the demurrer in 
the cate of Brainerd State bank vs 
Crow W ing county, he held void the 
alleged contract made by the county 
with Attorney Charles A. R u s s e l l , as 
special counsel, to appear at the State 
Tax Commission which was then re­ 
view ing the valuation of Iron ore 
properties of the state. 


In th** complaint flied the allega­ 
tion Is made that Attorney Russell 
was to receive $150 as compensation 
for his first appearance before the 
state tax commission and a further 
charge was made for a second appear­ 
ance, 
On October 29. 1911. Russell, 
it is alleged, assigned his Interests to 
tile Brainerd State bank and tile la t­ 
ter now claims judgm ent for $303.- 
82 and Interest at 6 per cent from 
N ovem ber 9, 1914. 


Judge VV. S. McClenahan *heard the 
demurrer argued in which \V. H. Cro­ 
well appeared for the plaintiff anil S. 
F. Alderman, county attorney, for 
the county. 


Judge McClenahihi In his memor­ 
andum stated: 


‘ lh* cases of Grannis vs Board of 
County Commissioners, 31 Minn. 51 
and State ox rel vs Hynes, 82 Minn 
3 1. leave little to he said h«*re. \Vhil£ 
the facts are not the name in the in ­ 
stant case as in the cases cited, there 
is no su b s ta n tia l difff reno* in th*' 1**- 
gal principle involved. 
"The 
tax 
commission 
is

charged with the performance of cer­ 
tain 
prescribed 
duties, 
foncernlng 
which the county, 
or 
the 
county 
board, has no In terest 
to 
protect 
The creation of that commission In 
no respect changed the functions of 
the county board. 
“ The allegation In the complaint 
to the effect th a t, in October 191 I. 
the county board was duly notified 
by the tax commission that It would 
hold a public hearing for the pur­ 
pose of passing upon, reviewing and 
ad justing tax valuations made by the 
hoard of county commissioners on ore 
property, carri*.? with if no legal sig ­ 
nificance, jiurh notice if given, could 
have been nothing more than an act 
of courtesy, sine** th** law did not re­ 
quire it. neither could if have im ­ 
posed any duty upon the county, or 
the county board. 
Such being the 
case, the allegation is negligible and 
its admission by the demurrer im m a­ 


terial. 
"In Uke manner, the allegations of 
paragraph four of the complaint to 
the effect that it is the duty of the 


c o u n t y commissioners to fix and place 
the taxable valuation upon all prop­ 
erty within said Crow W ing county.’ 
have no foundation In law or in fact, 
and need not be considered, even lf 
admitted by the demurrer. 
Could it 
be said that the pleader had in mind 
the county board of equalization, as 


d i s t i n g u i s h e d from the county board 
or 
board of county 
commissioners, 
still no such duty exists 
It is true 
that the board of equalization may, 
w ithin certain limits, raise or reduce 
valuations as returned by a.ssessort, 
but they cannot make an original aa 
sessment, or place omitted property 
on 
the 
tax 
aa-es.-mcnt, or place 
omitted property on the tax books. s> 
the allegations of the complaint in 
this respect seem t >o broad, even as 
applied to the,board of equaUzatlon. 
"If, in attem pting to plead a sta t­ 
utory power, the statute Is not fol­ 
lowed. the pleading is, to* that e x ­ 


t e n t , bad, of course. 
But It Is quite 


clear that the county board, and not 
the board of equalization, is referred 
to in this complaint. 
In view of the 
statutes and the decisions cited, the 
county board had no duty to perform 
In connection with the transactions 
aet forth in the complaint, and there­ 
fore, no authority to employ counsel 
to appear before the tax commission. 
It goes without saying that the board 
of equalization had no right to make 
a contract such as is here attempted 
to be enforced.” 
The court ordered that the demur­ 
rer be sustained, hut with leave to 
the plaintiff to amend th*1 complaint 
w ithin twenty days from date.
